Jelly Flats or Jelly Cake. 


For an Inexpensive layer cake try 


this recipe. 
Separate two ess whites 


and yolks and beat the whites to a stiif 
froth. Beat the yolks until lemon col- 
ored arid thick and mix with the whites. 
Add a scant cupful of sugar and beat 
for several minutes. A'dd seven table- 
spoontuls of cold water and beat again. 
Add a scant teaspoonful flavoring and. 
lastly.'one cupful, flour sifted with one 
teaspoonful linking powder and a pinch 
of sal!. 
Fold In the flour aand bak« 


in two or three layers., as desired. 


Layer Cake Made Without Eggs. 
When egss are high a layer cake 


can be made as follows: 
Beat to a 


cream one' cupful sugar and a scant 
half cupful .of soft butter, 
Add one- 


half teaspoonful soda dissolved in a 
quarter cup of cold' water and one- 
half cupful milk. - Lastly fold in two 
cupfuls flour that have been sifted with 
one teaspoonful cream of tartar and <i 
pinch of salt. Flavor to taste and bake 
for about ten minutes in jelly cake tins. 
in a hot oven. This is -tasty with lem- 
on or apple tilling. Baking powder may 
be used instead of soda and cream of 
tartar and all miik instead of part 
water.

elder Tarns If they wish to--share in 
the large and rapidly growing es- 
tate. 
- 


Old Jamie Tarns was proud and Jeal- 


ous of the secret he had discovered 
while working at the potter's wheel 
and in the fire room. It had brought 
him fame as a maker of pottery and 
great wealth. 
He had watched his 


business grow from a small concern to 
one of the largest manufactures of 
pottery in the country, controling Its 
own sales company, but had never 
shared with a living soul the secret of 
the process. 


Imparts Secret to Sons. 


Only a. few days ago Tarns was con- 


vinced that he was on his death bed 
and it was then that he called his six 
sons about him and told them that he 
wanted them and their sons to con- 
tinue the business he had built up 
along the same lines he had .pursued, 
and imparted to them the secret of 
making pottery as he had made it. He 
told them that success was sure it 
thfiy followed his wishes. 


A few days ago the old potter died. 


Yesterday his will was filed for pro- 
bate. 
It provides that his six sons 


shall take positions with either the 
pottery or the china, works, and shall 
remain in active employment at these 
works for twenty years, unless sooner 
removed by death, on pain of losing 
their share of the esta.te. Tl»eir sons 
are to follow them In the business and 
serve their terms of twenty years at 
the trade If they desire to share In the 
estate, and sons and grandsons alike 
must preserve the Tarns pottery se- 
crets from all outsiders.' 


Will Accept Conditions. 


The sons stated today that they 


gladly accepted the- conditions of their 
father's will, and, as they are all prac- 


tical potters, they do not regard the 
twenty years' furhcr employment at the 
business as a hardship. 


To William H. Tarns, one. of the 


sons. Is left $5,000 for special services 
in years past. The will also requests 
that he be made president of on« of 
the companies and that his brothers 
work under his direction. This Is 
agreeable to the brothers. 


For the widow and the, daughters 


ample provision is mads through a 
trust fund. 
If the sons conduct the business as 


did the father, it will b« characterized 
by rigid honesty and fairness to all, 
employes and customers alike. 
The 


elder Tarns was always willing to help 
a brother potter in trouble and to 
teach the rudiments of the trade, but 
was netver known to even discuss the 
secret which made his pottery famous. 


Never Revealed the Seerett. 


"These secrets are my own." he 


would say, "and I propose • to keep 
them. When the time comes that I 
must go, I shall give them to my boys, 
and they must also keep them." 


Two years ago, when he was sev- 


enty years old, James Tarns married 
his ssecond wife. 
His first wife had 


then been dead a year. His second 
wife was much younger than Tarns. 
She was an expert In ceramics, and 
they had met first in a business way. 
The ceremony was performed very 
quietly, and no announcement reached 
the public until they were far at sea 
on a. wedding journey to Europe. 


Tarns began to fall In health about 


a year ago and passed under a series 
of surgical operations in the hope of 
prolonging his life.

A 
year ago the steamship Charlton was 
wrecked on the outlying breakwater 
n»ar the light, and Hie wreck remained 
there, undisturbed, awaiting some ac- 
tion by the, underwriters. The Charl- 
ton, in a gale, bad "hopped" Halt way 
over the breakwater and 
remained 


there like a huge 
see-saw, rocking 


gently with the fiction of the. sea. 


•A great nock of sea gulls took pos- 


session of the derelict, steamship 'nflt 
week,'.although nbrle were, .visible on 


gulls when the 
City 
of 
Savannah 


Kissed into the Atlantic on Saturday1 


morning. 


When 
Captain Burg's 
steamship 


passed the derelict hundreds at the sea 
gulls swoops! flown upon the Savannah 
iner's after deck, eagerly snapping up 
ills ot meat mid edibles left over from 
the table, uttering shrill cries as they 
napped their wings over (.he passen- 
gers who were gathered on the Savan- 
nah liner watching the strange scene. 


"I've 
seen many a strange sight at 


jea," said Captain Burs, who has a 
numher of daring rescues to his credit., 
"bin these thousands nt' sea. gulls fairly 
covering the wrecke,! steamship was 
about tne most wonderful that ever fell 
to my lot. to behold. The gulls, evi- 
dently finite hungry. were so tame that, 
we roiild have picked them up as they 
came dov.-n on our deck. The, passen- 
gers had a great time feeding the vis- 
itors.'' 


To some of the passengers on tile 


City of Savannah it seemed that th 
sea gulls had formed a. small commun- 
ity of their own on the derelict Charl- 
ton. 
One large white bird. It looked U 


them, appeared to be. master of cere- 
monies, or perhaps the mayor of the 
sea gull city. 
Tic perched on top the 


main mast and screamed his com- 
mands to the rest of the colony. Oc- 
casionally the old bird was seen to 
swoop down on the after deck of the ] 
Charlton and separate a group of Bulls' 
who were battling over a fish, or other 
tirl-bit, that one oC them, had secured 
from tho sea. 


When the City of Savannah blew a 


blast on her whistle to salute the pilot 
boat outside Tybcc, thousands of the 
sea. gulls ascended from their novel 
"home," soared high in the, air and 
were seen to descend over the derelict 
Charlton again only after tho City of 
Savannah had put a mile or two be- 
tween herself and the seagulls' colony.

The papyri were purchased from a 


private collector In Cairo. The price 
was not divulged, but Professor Muller 
said Its purchase bad been made pos- 
sible by the generosity of Mrs. Charles 
Harrison, wife of 
I In- retiring provost 


of the University of Pennsylvania. The 
entire collection will be placed in tlv 
Museum of Arts and^ Science at the 
university. 


Besides his papyrus collection Pro- 


fessor Muller brought copies of :\on In- 
scriptions found in the ancient temple 
of Philae. on the island of Philae. This 
island is doomed to destruction by the 
yearly Inundations mused by Assuan 
dam. 11 is believed thai after tbe flood 
this winter the island will entirely dis- 


It was to have these inscriptions 


copier) and later deciphered that the 
"•firneplo institution, of Washington. P. 
c.. sent Professor Mull«r I" Philae six 
months ago. HP said he arrived at the 
"twelfth hour" and made the last ex- 
ploration of the ancient temple. 


".Many of the. inscriptions had 
al- 


ready been destroyed by tho 
rising 


waters." said Professor Muller. "hut I 
succeeded in copying some 300 of those 
remaining. 
The work of deciphering 


will require some time " 


With the addition of the collection 


of nfipyri. Professor Mullrr said, the 
Free Museum of Arst and Science at 
the university will he tlie richest, not 
only in Babylonian documents, but In 
Egyptian texts as well. 


Interesting data, are expected to be 


uncovered with the deciphering of the 
papyri and the Inscriptions found In 
tin- temple of Philae. The inscriptions 
date back several1 hundred years before 
the time of Christ. 


Most of the records are In Ink, Pro- 


fessor JIuIIer said, and he believes they 
will give facts relating to the decline 
of paganism. 
As the Temple of Philae 


twis the last oasis for Egyptian relig- 
ion, it Is supposed that the inscriptions 
are mostly In the form of prayers. 


The papyri are expected to shed light 


on the internal wars of Egypt during 
the Greek period, about :00 years be- 
fore Christ. 
Some of the documents 


In this collection. Professor 
Muller 


said, date back to 700 P.. C. 


Tlie papyri are hard yet flexible, and 


much coarser than paper. Care must 
be exercised In handling them, the pro- 
fessor said, as they arc easily torn be- 
cause of their great age. 


The Academy of Berlin sent an ex- 


pedition to Egypt* two years ago to 
copy the hieroglyphics In the Temple 
of Philae. The. members found thai 
the Inscriptions were "demotic." and no 
one was able to decipher them. De- 
motic, Professor Muller explained, was 
a kind of shorthand used by the Egypt- 
ians. He Is an expert In deciphering 
this language and was accordingly sent 
by the Carnegie Institute to do the 
work. 


Professor Muller said that It Is his 


Intention |o publish a book for 
the 


Carnegie Institute telling of his search 
and the result of his work. He has al- 
ready published several books dealing 
with archaeology.

Since the | 
first horses were received In July, 1309 
more than 1,700 have been trained and 


i sent to the different branches of serv- 


ice. 
One of the first requests from 


Washington was for a horse tor the 
personal use of President Taft. one 
that could be ridden or driven. A big 
Missouri horse was sent to the white 
house stables and showed such desir- 
able traits that several months ago a 
request was made for a second horse 
for the president. Missouri again pro- 
vided a horse, a bay sixteen 'hands 
high and weighiing 1.220 pounds. The 
horse is saddle and trotting bred and 
is a good single-footer. 


For their personal use more than a 


hundred army officers have had Cap- 
tain Hardeman choose and train horses 
for them. Several of the officers have 
taken valuable prizes at horse shows 
with horses trained at -the 
remount 


depot. 
Twelve horses were shipped 


lately to Porto Rico 'for use by de- 
partmental messengers. 


In establishing the remount depot, 


the first In the history of the United 
States war deportment, it was intended 
that there should be a saving in the 
expense of horses for. the army. Ir. 
other days most army horses were 
seven or eight years old >when pur- 
chased, the owner, . usually a, farmer, 
having broken the horse at four years 
and then got four years of. good service 
out of him. 
The average length of 


army service of such horses was about 
eight years. 
Captain Hardeman esti- 


mates, that the length of service, of an 
army horse is Increased by. 60 per cent. 
If his service begins when he is not 
more than four years old. 


For that reason horses not more than 


three years old are bought for train- 
ing at the remount depot whenever 
possible. Preferably the horse should 
be unbroken, as the. method of train:

raised to $40 a month. One man us- 
ually is assigned to ton horses. He 
works about eight hours n ilay and 
has most of each Saturday and every 
Sunday for leisure. All day long the 
parade and training ground is filled 
with men and horses in motion. 


These husky young men develop big, 


keen appetites in the clear Oklahoma 
atmosphere, and when the gong sounds 
for meals there is a rush for the tables. 
Soup, meats, vegetables, stewed fruit, 
good bread and coffee are provided in 
abundance, and it's "Pass me the beef. 
pard." and "Cooky, old boy. hustle the 
coffee." from the time 
the hungry 


trainers clatter into their chairs until 
they push back from the table with 
their hunger satisfied. 


Many of the horses come from the 


ranges of Montana and Wyoming as 
well as from the central Mississippi 
valley states. 
No horse must be less 


than three years old. fifteen hands 


high and weigh less than SoO pounds, j 
There has been much discussion in 
the west as to whether or not it would 
be possible by cross Breeding to pro- 
duce a horse with the .wonderful en- 
durance of the native mustang of the 
southwest, with vicious qualities elim- 
inated, his size increased and his gait 
Improved. 


A number of years ago Captain 


Hardeman took the record for twenty 
years of all the horses that had been in 
a certain troop of cavalry and com- 
piled statistics as to the length of serv- 
ice. 
He found that horses produced 


by farmers In the Mississippi valley 
and states further east 
had given 


about twice as much service as the 
western range -horses. Tho latter are 
more or less vicious, 
and 
Captain 


Hardeman was unable to determine 
how much their record had been handi- 
capped by the weeding out of vicious 
horses.

HOW, VAIL PUSHED IT 


New York, Dec. 2.—The telephone, a 


curious contraption, the people thought, 
was put on exhibition in Philadelphia 
during the summer or 1ST6. 


A decade later the grophophone or 


phonograph, meaning a machine that 
talked, again amused an interested but 
skeptical public. 


The strange romance 
of the tele- 


phone has been told in the 
courts. 


Alexander Graliam Bell, who had been 
a teacher of deaf and dumb children 
in Boston, found that lie cound send 
the human voice over a wire "with the 
help of electricity. 
Elisha Gray, of 


Chicago, a blacksmith ana a carpenter 
in his youth, and afterward a scientific 
man, made the same discovery. 


The applications for a patent'.from 


Bell and Gray were received in Wash- 
ington on St. Valentine's day. 1876. It 
was a remarkable coincidence. Bell's 
thick, official-looking letter beat Gray's 
boy an hour of two, a sit was officially 
stated. 
There were other 
inventors 


afterward and suits of 
interference, 


but Bell was given his patent. 


Time, measured by scant minutes, it 


nothing: else, made Bell a millionaire 
.ind cut his name in the granite foun- 
dation of science. Gray, battling hard, 
was beaten. He Is scarcely known to- 
day, except to electrical engineers and 
students. 


But the telephone, although patented 


—as necessary now. it almost seerns, as 
bread and water—failed to gain the 
serious interest of important men of 
business. Bell, a Scotchman by birth. 
was lacking In organizing genius. His 
future father-ln-Uiw. Gardiner Green 
Hubbard. was a Boston lawyer. Bell 
had taught his little daughter, and 
from teacher had turned lover. Thomas 
Saunders. of Massacnusetts. imagina- 
tive and adventurous, put his personal 
fortune in hazard by cash advances 
that amounted to $150.000. 


But the telephone was still a toy. In 


popular 
opinion—a 
plaything 
for 


wizards and electricians. 
For two 


years it hung uncertain upon the bor- 
der line that separates the desert of 
failure from the happy continent of 
profit. 


Th»n Theodore Newton Vail came 


Intn the business. He has been in the 
business ever since, although. In a 
sense. Intermittently. 
Occasionally h< 


retires to his 5.000-acre farm In Ver- 
mont, where he raises horses, ponies 
and pigs, nut when there are telephone 
perplexities or problems In finance he 
always comes back, ^»y .rcnuest. 
Re- 


cently he welded Gould's telegraph to 
the. Bell telephone system, and thus 
his wires zigzag the whole country.

He had won the 
Volta prize of the French academy tor 
his startling electrical achievement. 
With the money thus obtained he es- 
tablished a laboratory- 
Out of the 


aboratory came the graphophone. The 
telephone and the yraphophone, there- 
fore, are blood relatives. 


The telephone and talking machine 


were exploited from Washington, in- 
stead of from a commercial or indus- 
trial city. 
Vail was an officeholder. 


Easton. was a government shorthand 
writer. Vail's share owners were most- 
ly ^ew England men. 
Easton sold 


some of his stock to James G. Blaine 
and to senators and representatives in 
congress. Today he is president of the 
most important talking machine com- 
pany in the world. He is the real cre- 
ator, in fact, of the talking machine 
business. 


Doubtless he Is a multi-millionaire. 


At all events, he owns a park of 300 
acres in New Jersey, where there ar« 
groves and rows of trees, lakes and 
ponds, a Methodist church, a new but 
ancient looking mill as a sienic acces- 
sory, and a group of cottages for him- 
self and his married relations. More- 
over, he is in banks, and has other de- 
sirable connections. 


"No man," I was surprised to hear 


Mr. Vail say, "and I include Bell him- 
self, made so much as n.500.000 out of 
the telephone invention and Its subse- 
quent expansion." 


•Tour faith," I remarked, "was all 


that could have been desired on the 
part of Bell and Tainter." 


"I did more than invest my money.' 


Mr. Easton replied. "J gave two years 
of my time to the company without any 
salary. I bad been earning ?30.000 a 
year as a government stenographer. I 
abandoned a good business in the be- 
lief that the talking machine ultimately 
wouid pay me far better, a judgment 
that was justified in every respect."

took one, ot our laboratory machines 
with me on all my travels. 
I would 


send for the newspaper reporters when 
I reached a city like- Chicago and let 
them hear and see the very latest won- 
der In electricity. 
Among the sounds 


I reproduced was the crying of my own 
baby. That particular demonstration 
•was tremendously popular. Th« ma- 
chine. In short, created a big sensa- 
tion, as was natural under the circum- 
stances.

"Scientists in different parts of tti« 


irorld had been trying for more than 
the telegraph, the telephone or the 
steam engine. It takes down the voice 
of man Just as It sounds, 
recording 


every word and even- shade, and pre- 
serves it or continues it for ages to 
come. 
100 years to catch and hold the sounds 
of human voice." Mr. Easton went on 
to say. "The Imperial academy of St. 
Petersburg offered a prize in 1799 for 
an Instrument that would talk. 
Ex- 


periments were later made In Paris 
snd Vienna- Faber. an Austrian, pro- 
duced a.n apparatuse In the year 1850 
that gave some Impetus to modern In- 
ventors, and he won followed by L«on 
Scott and finally by Edison, along In 
1877. After Edison abandoned his In- 
vestigations nothing was done for sev- 
eral ;years by anyone, so far as I can 
learn. 


"Then came the nnnuoncement that 


Bell and Tainter had Invented a prac- 
tical machine that could actually talk. 
Moreover, their records could bo re- 
moved, repeatedly used, kept Indefinite- 
ly and transported by mall or express. 
They had worked for five years In Gra- 
ham BeUid laboratory. 
When I first 


saw the machine they were- unwilling 
to make their Invention known until 
it had been further developed. 
My 


idea was to strike while the Iron was 
hot. a view they accepted with some 
reluctance. 


"We rented a back room on a side 


street in Washington and began busi- 
ness. 
Our first factory employed six 


men and its capacity was three ma- 
chines a day. Now we are manufac- 
turing two machines a minute. In a 
little while we moved to 
a 
better 


building, where the rent was $300 a 
month. It was a risky undertaking 
we thought. 
However, by that time 


we could reproduce simple songs, ban 
jo playing and band rnuslc,, and had 
slot machines that would sing or talk 
for a. nickel. We assumed the financial 
obligation of $300 a month with fear 
and trembling. 
The slot machines, 


much to our surprise, paid the first 
month's rent in three days and there 
was money enough left for our electric 
lighting. 


"Stores -were quickly established !n 


all the, principal cities, and In each 
instance, though we rented rooms In 
the thick of business, the slot machines 
paid all the expenses. 
In the mean- 


time we were selling graphophones and 
keeping our factory busy. Stores were 
also opened In Europe. The slot ma- 
chines finally lost their Interest, but 
they had permitted us to build up our 
retail business without expense, and 
had more than accomplished their pur- 
pose." 


"Is it true," I 
asked, "that very 


large sums of money are paid to fa- 
mous singers for records of their best 
songs?" 


"Like most stories of money-making 


the figures have been somewhat exag- 
gerated. At first, we got three songs 
from Sembrich for $2,000. Eduard de 
Reszke, the, celebrated bass singer, 
gave us three songs for $1,000. In time 
Schumann-Heinle, 
Campanart. 
Llll 


I.ehrnann, Bispham, Mary Garden anfl 
C'nvalieri sang for us very willingly 
Indeed, we have laboratories in Paris 
Warsaw, Vienna, St. Petersburg, L,on- 
don, Milan and other European cities 
and singers supply us with such rec- 
ords as we mas' want from time to 
time. The old way of paying cash in 
advance, however, was unsatisfactory 
and so a system of roya-lties was sub- 
stituted.

donht, earn as much money by mean? 
of the talking machine ns they do Ii 
operas or concerts. The graphophone 
I should say. actually doubles their 
earnings. 


"Records sell at

We have a laboratory in China 


and the records of 400 Chinese songs 
which w»re given us by the best Mon- 
crolian artists.

New York, Dec. 2.—The force o£ the 


old 
German 
proverb. 
"Bier macht 


dumm," which translated means, "Beer 
makes you stupid," is being brought 
home to the German people by Kaiser 
Wilhelm himself, says the Rev. J. F. 
Dickie, founder and pastor emeritus of 
the American church in Berlin, who is 
now in tin's city. He has just finished 
a short lecture tour in some of the 
states on what the German government 
does for good citizenship. Mr. Dickie 
made a close study of social and indus- 
trial conditions in the empire during 
his stay there. 


The illustrious1 William I., grand- 


father of the present kaiser, once said 
that Germany's greatness was due to 
Bibles, Bismarck and beer. That the 
kaiser does not agree with his grand- 
sire In one of the particulars is ex- 
emplified by the fact that he is waging 
a vigorous compaign in the fatherland 
against the immoderate use of the malt 
beverage. In one of his recent speeches 
to midshipmen at Kiel he advocated 
total abstinence. 


At the instance of the kaiser, says 


Mr. Dickie, large Russian 
samovars 


have been placed in the army, where 
the men are allowed to slake their 
thirst with tea. in place of the foaming 
stein of beer, a custom followed for 
centuries by fighting men of the em- 
pire. 
Mr. Dickie says that many of 


the soldiers have come to like the tea 
better than the beer. The kaiser, he 
says, is also recommending the use of 
Gretzer beer, which is about as intoxi- 
cating as ginger ale, as a substitute for 
lager beer.
